Due to an extraordinary situation, Applicant is petitioning 
the Director for refund of $200.00 to our deposit account 14-

On 26 July 2000 Applicant received a Notice of Allowance 
(Exhibit A) which was due for payment on 26 October 2000. On 25 
October 2000, a secrecy order was requested (Exhibit B) . A Base 
Issue Fee payment was submitted on 26 October 2000 to avoid 
abandonment. A secrecy order was granted on 17 November 2000 
(Exhibit C) . 

In early December 2000, Applicant's office received the 
monthly deposit account statement for November 2000 (Exhibit D) .

This is Annette Campbell from the Naval Undersea Warfare Center in Newport, RI. I'm doing 
a follow up on our last communication of 3 January 2008. Our office had received a second 
Notice of Allowance that had to be paid by 1/18/08 or the case would go abandoned. At the 
time there was a dispute regarding the payment for back in November 2000 our office had 
paid the first Notice of Allowance in full. At the time of our last communication you 
were waiting to hear from Brian Hanlon on how to handle this discrepancy. Our office had 
authorized to pay the difference from the year 2000 amount of $1270.00 to the, year 2008 
amount of $1470.00. which was $200.00.
